There, is a letter in the forum this 
issue advocating more actvie cam- 
paigning in the Student Council elec- 
tions.

Next year the candidates should 
prepare speechek for printing and 
shbuld address -voters at rally meet- 
ings in each department. In this way 
the students would know just where 
their votes would be of most valpe 
and it would be possible for them to 
keep in closer touch with the body 
governing student activities. 

- Professor John Ise of Kansas Uni- 
versity has proposed a plan to improve 
scholarship in the University and af- 
ford more scholarships for its dis- 
posal. His plan is to-lev}- a tax on 
all C and D students, A and B stu- 
dents being exempt. The .money re- 
ceived from such a tax would do to 
found scholarships for poorer and 
more industrious students. 

The thought of being penalized, 
however lightly, for poor grades 
would induce inefficient and lazy stu- 
dents to take more interest in the 
real object sought at a university.

practice is continued he will probably 
let you sleep on and take the conse- 
quences.

FRESHMAN LAW CLASS 
CLAIMS COUNCIL ELECTION 
PLAN UNDEMOCRATIC 

Wants Method of Election Made 

Public — Do Not recommend Com- 
pulsory Tax. 

The meeting of the First Year Law 
Class, held last Friday night, proved 
to be one of the warmest meeting of 
the year, although attended by not 
more than fifty members. 

The question of the compulsory 
tax was brought up, and a motion 
made to have the class go on record 
as favoring a $5 tax. Mr. McGuire, 
speaking against the tax, stressed the 
point that the student body of the 
Law School was different from that 
of the average American University, 
the sudents composing our law school 
being more interested in the knowl- 
edge .they were here to acquire and 
not having time to participate in the 
gayer sides of the regular undergrad- 
uate life. He called attention to the, 
fact that a great number of the stu- 
dents of G. W. U. Law School were 
college graduates, had spent thier 
undergraduate days in other colleges, 
and had paid for their pleasure when 
they wanted it. He did not feel that 
it would be fair to make them pay 
the tax now, when because of the 
force of. circumstances they could not 
derive the benefits of it. 

One of the members when learning 
that the tax w-as recommended by the 
student Council, made a motion to 
table the tax question as recommend- 
ed by the Council 'until some method 
could be devised for nominating the 
members of the Council that would 
insure the Council being representa- 
tive of the student body as a whole 
and not of certain political cliques. 
Quite a heated discussion arose. It 
was charged that the present method 
of nominating the council was un- 
democratic, that the student body 
was in ignorance of method of nomi- 
nation, and that it tended to have the 
Council controlled by a clique instead 
of the student body as a whole. By 
a large majority the class voted nqt 
to favor a tax until the class was per- 
mitted to add some nominations to 
the list already npminated. The class 
then went into convention and nomi- 
nated several inembers, "including 
some of those already nominated. 

-The Cjlass. docs not expect that next 
year’s Council will he truly represen- 
tative, hut they do hope that through^ 
their protest this^year a more demo- 
cratic method of nominating candi- 
dates will be arrived a^ iru future 
years.

In this way Serbia was the 
key to the East through a back door 
through the Medeterrancan and 
Egypt She made the striking state 
men! that Germany had rbtyOO^’afrin 
ed men in the Missippi Valley ready 
to attack the eastern coast by land, 
provided 9he broke through the allied 
lines and reached here by water. She 
also said that Germany had spent a 
million dollars in carrying on Ger 
man propaganda in Mexico.
